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University President 
Addresses Class of '68 

Dr. David Dodds Henry, president of title Universily 
of Illinois^ delivered the address at Shimer's 115th com- 
mencement Wednesday morning, Jime 5, held outdoors 
under the lai^ elm tree in the center of die campus 
Quadrangle. 

The graduating class of 74 candidates for degrees 
heard Dr. Henry describe recent student riots on many 
coU^ campuses as "convulsions which are more than 
an inconvenience to campus life; they are a threat to 
the vitality of the system itself." 

Dr. Henry continued, "This fact a small group of 
revolutionary leaders (some nonstudents) Imow: if 
public confidence in the imiversity can be weakened, the 
institution can be irreparably damaged. 

*.To succeed," he went on, "every college or university 
must have public confidence and respect. It must reflect 
the ideals of an orderly society. It must stand as an 
autonomous institution which is clearly in charge of its 
own affairs. It must reflect the social aspirations of its 
society, particularly tibose values that are inherent in 
the democratic process of change. I refer to observance 
of law and order^ respect for the rights of others, and 
acceptance of reason in the debate ci public questions." 

At the same time, Dr. Henry expressed confidence that 
the majority of students will ultimately control those 
"intent upon disruption in the name of dissent." 

"I confidentiy expect tiliat in time the great majority 
of students will take charge," he asserted. "They will 
find constructive channels for the expression of their 
idealism. They will find orderly but effective ways to 
make their influence felt in the 'management of their 
personal affairs. They will not countenance violence 
in the name of liberal change." 

Dr. Henry advised the new graduates: "Let those 
who are under 30 remember that they are not the first 
idealists; that they are not the first nmssionaries in social 
service; that they are not the first to dream of improve- 
ments in our social order." He made specific reference 
to Frances Wood Shimer who founded ^lim^ College 
115 years ago on the premise that all young people 
should have the right to an education. 

At the close of his address, the degree of Doctor of 
Laws was conferred upon Dr. Henry. His citation read: 
"David Dodds Henry, humanist, scholar, teacher and 
administrator. His leadership of a great university for 
the people of Illinois has demonstrated that faith in the 
disciplined mind provides the means to make life intelli- 
gible. His vision has affirmed and encompassed new 
roles for innovation and advancement in private col- 
le^te education for Illinois."

Playhouse Dedication Held May 19 



Keys to the Karyn Kupcinet Playhouse were presented 
to Mr. and Mrs. Irv Kupcinet Sunday, May 19, climax- 
ing dedication ceremonies of Shiraer's new facility for 
the creative arts. 

Government officials and show business personalities 
took part in the dedication, among them Illinois Gover- 
nor Otto Isemer and Lieutenant Governor Samuel H. 
Shapiro, and stage stars Hugh O'Brian and Celeste 
Holm. 

More than 200 special guests, most of whom were 
contributors to the Playhouse fund drive, including civic, 
political and business leaders from Chicago and else- 
where witnessed the event. A dinner and presentation by 
Shimer students of selected parts from the play, "A 
Man for All Seasons" followed the dedication cere- 
monies. 

Many alumni who had returned to the campus for 
Shimer's 1968 Homecoming the preceding day remained 
to attend the Playhouse dedication ceremonies on Sun- 
day. Residents from Mount Carroll and surrotmding 
communities also were on hand. 

The 300-seat Playhouse, built on the foundation of a 



70-year-oId bam which once was part ctf the Pine Knob 
Farm, was named for the Kupcinets' daughter, Karyn, 
an actress in Hollywood at the time of her death in 1963 
at the age of 22. Mr. Kupcinet is a well-known columnist 
for the Chicago Suai-Times and moderator of ius own 
television discussion show on ABC-TV, Chicago. 

Louis Zahn, Shimer trustee in charge of the fund 
raising for the Playhouse, had known Karyn since her 
childhood when her love of acting- had its start. To him 
she had confided her reason for wanting to act: "To 
shake hands in spirit with the audience across the foot- 
lights." 

Mrs. Kupcinet gave the school a portrait of her 
daughter surrounded by a montage of newspaper clip- 
pings and memorabilia highlighting her career in the 
theater. This will be permanently displayed in the Play- 
house. 

Dr. T. Nelson Magill, Shimer's director of dramatics, 
speaking at the dedication ceremonies, said that the 
Playhouse would serve as a home for all the creative 
arts and not just the theater. He called it "more than a 
building .... the most flexible theater possible."

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Dr. and Mrs. Mullin, with their two sons 
Michael and Mark came to Shimer College in 
the summer of 1954. President MuUin's mission 
was to carry forward the program of the college 
as it had been derived from Hie University of 
Chicago. Shimer College under President A. J. 
Brumbaugh, Mr. Mullin's immediate predecessor, 
was partially staffed by a faculty on loan from 
The University of Chicago whose task was to 
cany out in a smaller environment the college 
plan developed under Robert Maynard Hutchins 
at Chicago. 

President MuUin, a distinguished physiologist 
and research scholar in his own right, member 
of Phi Beta Kappa and of Sigma Xi, brought 
with him a rich administrative experience, as 
dean of students in The University of Chicago 
Medical Sdiool, as secretary of the facidties of 
The Univiersity of Chicago, and as dean of the 
Chicago Medical School. With him also he brought 
a conviction that general education had an indis- 
pensable place in the education of professionals 
and of citizens at laige. For fJiis conviction the 
cbll^ prc^ram at Chicago was ideally suited, 
and President Mullin was anxious to bring into 
being at Shimer a self-sustaining college that could 
exert its influence not only upon its own students 
but upon the college world at large. 

President Mullin therefore retained the connec- 
tion with Chicago, and, with the Ford Foundation 
support of the "early entrant" program in which 
Shimer College had shared along with The Uni- 
versity of Chicago since 1951, he began the build- 
ing of a wholly independent college, yet modeled 
upon the Chicago plan. 



By 1956, however, the financial status of the 
college was insolvent (coincident with the ex- 
jsiration of Ford Foundation support), and the 
college was faced with the dire prospect of clos- 
ing its doors. Through his tireless efforts as presi- 
dent Dr. MulHn was able to find sufficient finan- 
cial support to secure the college's immediate ex- 
istence. With the confidence of the reconstituted 
Board of Trustees the project of recovery began. 
The appeal of the struggling college was assswered 
by people fascinated with the interesting program 
of Ae college. 

In order to stimulate and to reinforce the ef- 
fectiveness of the college as it recovered from 
the threat of esctinctira. President Mullin boldly 
brought a set of vigorous young teachers and a 
new dean of faculty, products of the most recent 
developments at The University of Chicago, to 
help create a new and more independent Shimer. 
As the new elements fused with the older de- 
ments, an excellent curricxilum revision gradually 
emerged, which has taken its place as one of the 
most challenging general education programs in 
the country. In 1958 the collie received its full 
accreditation as a four-year liberal arts college 
from the North Central .^sodation of Collies 
and Secondary Schools. 

During the time he was president. Dr. Mullin 
carried the influence of Shimer beyond the campus 
in many ways. He served as director of the Na- 
tional Medical Fellowships, as chairman of the 
National Inter-Association Committee on Fellow- 
ships, and as preadent of tiie Federation of In- 
dependent Illinois Colleges and Universities. In 
this latter position he formed, during his four 
year tenure, 1964-1968, an organization effec- 
tive in bringii]^ about a tripling of die Illinois 
l^lature's appropriation for coll^ scholarship 
aid for Illinois hig^ school graduates. 



This tribute to President Emeritw F. J. Mullin 
was written by Dr. Denis Cowan, Shimer vice- 
president and dean of faculty. 
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Through President Mullin's leadership Shimer 
College became affiliated wilt the Episcopal 
church and joined the Association of Episcopal 
Colleges. Shimer was one of the original eleven 
colleges which established, through the joint ac- 
tion of their presidents, the now thriving Union 
for Research and Experimentation in Higher Edu- 
cation. Three new dormitories have been added 
to Shimer's campus, and its enrollment increased 
from 132 in 1954 to 227 in 1960 and from 292 
in 1962 to 512 in 1966. It is a testimony to the 
effectiveness of his administration that all indices 
used to measvire an institution's tangible success 
disclosed an upward trend until 1966. Indeed, 
the £bandal status of Shimer College showed a 
clear surplus of half a million dollars over a nine 
year period. At the conclusion of his administra- 
tion, two additional buildings were assured of 
federal subsidi2ation, a much-needed library and 
a new separate dinhig fedlity. The Karyn Kup- 
cinet Playhouse, hailed as an outstanding facility, 
for the support of theater arts, was almost com- 
plete. 

Dr. Mullin received numerous honors and dis- 
tinctions while serving as President. In 1964 he 
received the Distinguished Alumnus Medal and 
Award from The University of Chicago. In 1965 
he received the honorary degree. Doctor of Science, 
from Blackburn College. In 1965 he was appointed 
to the Board of Trustees of the Lincohi Academy 
by Governor Kemer. 

In retrospect it must be recognized that any 
administration is subject to the competency and 
confidence of its subordinate leadership, of the 
faculty, of the Board of Trustees, and of the 
students. Howevrar it happened, the special amal- 
gam of competence and confidence necessary to 
sustain a college dissipated in 1966, and into that 
vacuum moved the distemperate spirit of the times. 
Quasi-idealistic and quasi-intellectual, the force 
filling the vacuum was. destructive to Dr. Mullin's 
leadership. UnwilHng to strike back, he receded 
into the background of a struggle for control of 
the school. The struggle is over, and Dr. Mullin 
has stepped out of the picture — not resigned, not 
dismissed — ^but as President Emeritus of Shimer 
College — a mutual accramnodation. - ■

A member of 
the Elgin YWCA board of directors for the past 15 
years, she is now serving her second term as its president. 
In 1964 she headed a successful campaign to raise 
$765,(HK) for a new YWCA building in Elgin, working 
without a professional fund-raiser. 

Mrs. Belding was recently appointed technical con-' 
sultant to the lUmois Committee for the 1970 White 
House Conference on Children and Youth. She has also 
been named to the Western Region Organization Com- 
mittee of the new regional program of the Welfare 
Council of Metropolitan Chicago, a project promoting 
and engaging in social planning to influence social 
change. - 

Last year Mrs. Belding was recognized by Chicago 
radio station WAIT as First Lady of the Day for her 
"contribution to her community in the field of human 
relations." In 1964 she was selected as Elgin's Woman of 
the Year "for service to the community." 

A board member of both the Fox Valley Mental 
Health Center and the Upper Kane County Heart As-
